We, the wife, daughter and my- 
self, have just returned from our 


annual trek to the New England 
states, where we enjoyed a visit 
with friends and relatives anda 
communion with nature that I seem 
to be able to find, only in the 
mountains and valleys of New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Vermon 


There is something about New Eng- 
land that attracts me and each year 
I look forward to the time when we 
shall drive thru her towns and vil- 
liages getting a bit of history 
here and there that creates a de- 
sire for more. 

I first visited New England in 


1916, arriving at the home of an 
uncle and aunt of the better half 
the night before Thanksgiving. My 


first Thanksgiving in that atmos- 
phere I shall never forget, neither 
shall 1 forget my first visit to 


Pilgrims Rock.Some how my sensative 
soul seemed to touch the Over Soul 
that has been built about the cele- 
bration of the event so sacred in 


early American History. 

New England people have always 
[treated me kindly and my associa- 
tions with them have been pleasant 
and profitable. As a salesman for 
one of New Englands! largest print- 
ing houses, my greatest success 
was in New England.This 1 attribut- 
ed to my Southern accent rather 
than my ability to represent my 
line efficiently. Business men ac- 
customed to alloting time to repre- 
sentatives would insist that 1 stay 
an additional few minutes to con- 
verse with them and my luncheon en- 
gagements were always filled with 
pleasant conversation about histor- 
ic spots and events. 

My work took me to every tow 
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the fifth,balancing the impetuosity 
of the red of the third; the orange 
of Mercury on the fourth is the Key 
and acts as the fulcrum upon which 
all else is balanced. 

In thinking of the planes, we 
oft-times fall into the error of 
considering them singly,or of merg- 
ing them in sequence,whereas a more 
illuminating understanding of them 
comes from considering them as op- 
erating in opposites and in polari- 
ty. The Otz Chiim represents this 
clearly -- Mars opposite Jupiter; 
Mercury and Venus; Pingala and Ida; 
Yang and Yin-- Harmony is the ulti- 
mate result of opposition, action 
and energy the issue. Considering 
opposition, Mercury and Venus re- 
present the aspects of Reason VS E- 
motion; in respect to Polarity, we 
find that Mercury is the form-mak- 
ing faculty of the consciousness, 
building imagination, whereas Venus 
is the emotional force which fills 
the thought-form. 

All reaction is motivated by 
two sets of impulses,the urge comes 
either from the center, or from the 
periphery,from above or below.That, 
is, from the emotion or the senses 
on one hand,or from the Higher Self 


or the Archetypes on the other. If 
the sensations of the individual 
move the imagination to act, the 


generated force will more downward, 
if the Archetype motivates the act- 
ion, force moves upward. 

Herein lies the value of medi-“ 
tation, for the consciousness is 
turned inward, instead of outward, 
from the periphery to the center.In 
meditation Consciousness is not af- 
fected by the sensations, but by 
the Archetypes. If we but dwell on 
this thought, we find that it makes 
clear many things, especially today 
when conditions baffle the under- 
standing of average individuals, for 
it is the recognition of the source 
of the impulse stimulating the im- 
agination and resulting in Action 
which points to the difference be- 
tween the erratic and emotional 
radical and the constructive build- 
er and Leader.

Notes on the Planes of 
Tiphareth 


In approaching Tiphareth from 
Yesod,we perceive the Symbol of the 
Lyre of Orpheus -a Lyre composed of 
Seven strings, each string signify- 
ing a different level of the Uni- 


verse. We see also that there are 
seven bands of color which are 
based upon the four elements of 


Fire,Air,Water and Earth; each ele- 
ment is divided into its Higher and 
Lower aspects, and its Positive and 
Negative phases. This is the forma- 
tion of the eight levels of Tiph- 
areth, the first and last sections 
making the octave are not duplicat- 
ed, and the Seven Planes result. 

The lowest of the levels is 
assigned to Saturn, and is black or 
brown in color; the second plane 
has for its ruler the Moon, and is 
the Plane of the Etheric conscious- 
ness, being silvery in color. The 
third level is assigned to Mars,its 
color is Red, and it corresponds 
to the Lower Astral Plane. The 
fourth plane is the sphere of Mer- 
cury, its color is orange, and it 
refers to the Concrete Mental level 
The fifth plane is assigned to the 
Planet Jupiter its color is blue, 
and it is the plane of the abstract 
mental; the sixth plane is the re- 
gion of the Sun, the ruling planet 
of Tiphareth, its color is Gold,and 
it is the region of the concrete 
spirituality. Above, is the seventh 
sphere which is pure white light,it 
is the region of absolute Unity,the 
abstract Spiritual. |
